Soath Carolina has
ralsed this year the grectest cow pea
crop in her history and a great many
of the farmers who sccured inocula-
tlon for cowpens through tie state
department of  agriculture and the
United States department of agricul-
ture miave sent to the department
specimens {rom thelr (ields particu-
larly where they had planted eheck
lots showing the roots of the plants
carrylng In many Insta‘ices double
the nodules of the uninoculated

The
departogent s furnlshing pure cul-
turea dellvered anywhere in the sinte
befor any iegume at 40 cents por acre,
The greatest need of the hour is 1o,
but as yet the reduced vrice cannot
be quoted until the South Carolina
crushing plant now under rapld
constructlon can be completed.,  In
the meantime rellance must be had
upon the supply of ground limestono
offered on the open market.

If the peopie of the state will now
jusy as soon as possible ged in a jarge
acreage of leguminous crops and of
graln and go more extensively Into
bog ralsing during the coming year,
eplendid results Linanclally and  in
sofl improvement are absolutely In-
evitable, and a long step will have
been taken to break the gripe of the
all cotton yoke, which Is even now
again eerlously worrying the pcople.

The state burenu is encouraging in
overy way ihe use of house grown
seeds In legumes and as will be scen
from the list of offerings the supply
Is still good.

Danger Of Gin-Mixed Cotton Seed

Washington, Aug. 26.—Few cotton

FETowers renlize when they take back

s2ed from an ordinary gzin to uss in
planting 1he next crop, the extent to
which thelr seed may be mixed with
the seed of the cotton ginned Just
previous to tholr lot.,  Yet this
matter s of wvital importance to all
cotion raisers who wish to show a uni-
form variety of cotton. As cvery stu-
dent ¢f cotton breeding krnows, even
& few seecds of another varic'y in a

tilization causc 4nterbreeding and de-
terloration dn. a  large number of
plauts. Instead of getting only a few
soeds from a nelgibor'y lot of cot-
ton, however, actual fnvestigations by
specialists of the department of agrl-
culture show that In certain cases a
lot of seed will contain as much as
14 to 16 per cent of sccd left In the
.gin boxes from the cotlton ginned
just before. 1In the'casos investigat-
ed not only has there been a large
percentage of seed from the varicty
ginned just previously, but it is found
chat some seeds may remain from
the second bale preceding. It fol-
lows, therefere,’ that a grower may
very readily mix ong or two other va-
ristles with his speclal kind of sced.
Where a grower is purlicular about
his seed, hie can greatly minimize the
mixing by quick, simmic and inexpen-
siva measures {niwitlch the averoge
ginner will bo glad to’ conperate. The
following precautions, wh'c) soem to
be entirely practicable and which, in
fact, are now exerc i pome local-
ities, aro strongly pecommended In
Ginning as a Factor, in Cottonsceid
Deterioration, soon 6 be lasued .

In a very few minutes. Some imorov-
ed ging are arranged so that the roll
box may be emptied without stopping
the gin, thereby further simplifying
the operation.

Hawiing cl<aned the machinery up
to' and including the roll box, the
next step Is to prevent the seed of
the variety to be gloned from falling
into the coaveyor. It is imnractica-
ble to clean the conveyor satisfac-
tocily, and thorefore it should wot be
uscd when plantiug secd 18 to be ob-
tained. By adjusting the position of
the apron of cach gin the sced can be
made to fall upon the floor in fromt
of tiae gln ipstead ofinto the convey-
er. From here it ca be sacked casl-
iy.
The floors about the gins shonld be
cleansd to the extent that no seeds
are left lying around to cause ix-
ing. Caivas gpread upou the floor
to recelve the secd from the ging s
often used.

Such precauvtions require time in
which to carry them out effectively,
and time spent in this manover na-
turally reduces somewhat the amount
of ginning that otherwlse could bp
done in a day. On this point the gin-
ner may find cause to base objection
Lo such precedure, but it should bo
possible to meet tie objection by ful-
ly compensating him for the extra
time consumed. The expense - of
special ginnlog In some sections may
be reduced by arranging to have it
done on specifipd days or at the cloge
of the season, when more tiine s avall-
able. In any event, the gmount of
money that may be required to se-
cure ths ginner's cooperation In the
maintengnce of nure seed is almost
negliglble in view of the favorable ef-
feet such precautions will have upon
j the farmer's crops in - sunceceding
' years,
